Says Hickey: "Mrs. Mills was instantly 
dken by the Halo colt out of Ballade.

Mrs. Mills returned to her Hickory Tree 
dim in Virginia with the firm impression 
dt she had seen a nice colt which she and 
husband might be able to afford at the 
n h*a exclusive Keeneland sale which is held 
Annually in July. 


When the sale came up, Mr. Mills went to 
Lexington, Mrs. Mills remaining at home. 
Before his departure, he was reminded by 
his wife not to forget the Halo colt out of 
Ballade. 



Devil's Bag continued 

Virginia veterinarian Calvin Rofe was giv¬ 
en a list of yearlings in which the Millses 
were interested while on the grounds at 
Keeneland. He inspected them and gave the 
Halo colt his highest grade. Woody Ste¬ 
phens, the Hickory Tree trainer, was not 
present at Keeneland—in fact, he didn't 
even see Devil's Bag until after he was brok¬ 
en at Claiborne Farm. 

Windfields Farm had expected a minimum 
price of $500,000 for Devil's Bag. 

"We don't put any reserves on our Keene¬ 
land yearlings," says Hickey. "We let the 
market determine their worth." 

So at $325,000 the Halo—Ballade colt was a 
distinct disappointment to Windfields. But 
since their entire consignment brought $8.45 
million, there were no tears shed over Dev¬ 
il's Bag. 

Asked how Windfields feels now about its 
decision to sell Devil's Bag, Hickey replied: 
"We have no regrets. We have to sell all of 
our yearlings every year in order to gain 



credibility as a commercial breeding farm. If 
we were to hold back the ones we liked, the 
buyers would know that we were selling 
what we didn't want to keep. We have to be 
like Caesar's wife, above reproach. We own 
109 broodmares and figure on producing 85 
yearlings from them. We can't keep 85 year¬ 
lings. So if we don't want to keep them all, 
we have to sell them all. 

"Of course it would be absurd for me to 
say that we wouldn't like to have Devil's Bag 
back in our bam. But we've done this sort of 
thing before. We sold The Minstrel as a year¬ 
ling for $200,000 and then after he became a 
champion we bought back a half-interest in 
him for $4.5 million. 

"It all comes down to whether we operate 
as a commercial breeding farm or a private 
farm that breeds to race. The risk is much 
greater if you breed to race. Last year, for 
example, we sold 78 yearlings for $15 mil¬ 
lion, averaging $193,000. Well, you could say 
that Devil's Bag alone is worth double that 
$15 million, but we didn't know that ahead 
of time and neither did Mr. and Mrs. Mills. 
And remember, too, that when we sell 
champions, it increases the value of our 
yearlings in the years ahead. 

"For example, we've got a weanling colt 
out of Ballade by Northern Dancer (foaled 
February 17) and Ballade is back in foal to 
Northern Dancer. This year at Keeneland we 
sold a filly by Northern Dancer out of Ballade 
and she brought what was then (later 
equaled) a world record price for a yearling 
filly—$2.5 million." 

Ballade herself was bought by Windfields 
at Keeneland as a yearling in 1973 for 
$55,000. The filly (by ^Herbager out of Miss 
Swapsco by Cohoes) wasn't anything great 
on the race track, winning twice in eight 
starts. 

Bred to Halo in 1975, her first foal was 
Glorious Song who brought only $36,000 
when sold by Windfields as a yearling in 
Canada. Glorious Song, who was from her 
sire's first crop, went on to become cham¬ 
pion handicap mare in this country and 
horse of the year in Canada. 

James P. Mills, owner with his wife 
of Hickory Tree Farm in Middleburg, Virginia, 
paid $325,000 for Devil's Bag at Keeneland.

Ballade had no foals for the four years fol¬ 
lowing the birth of Glorious Song. Says 
Hickey: "She would conceive readily 
enough, but she kept slipping. We finally got 
her straightened out with a hormone pro¬ 
gram that corrected her hormonal imbal¬ 
ance. Today, Ballade has only two foals of 
racing age: champion Glorious Song and 
soon to be voted champion Devil's Bag. 

Hp until Devil's Bag came along, Mr. and 
^rs. Mills regarded Terpsichorist (a foal of 
1975) as their best runner. Owned and bred 
By Hickory Tree, she is by Nijinsky II out of 
Glad Raes II and retired with earnings of 
^26,986. 

Por his fifth victory in as many starts. Devil's 
aired in the Grade 1 Laurel Futurity, hum- 
^Bng his four outclassed rivals effortlessly in 
^ contest more an exhibition than a horse race. 


Says Hickey: "Mr. and Mrs. Mills have, of 
course, had a fantastic year with Devil's Bag. 
But they've had some big disappointments 
too. Look at Chumming. He was an early 
favorite for the Kentucky Derby and had 
been bought by Hickory Tree as a yearling 
for $1 million. But he broke down in the 
Derby and has now been sold as a stallion 
prospect without ever winning a stake." 

Mr. Mills, a victim of rheumatoid arthritis 
for nearly 40 years, was a polo player in his 
youth and as a young man. Although it is 
difficult for him to travel, he makes almost all 
the big races—particularly when Devil's Bag 
is on display. □

Dennis Kamber's 
Luck Fluctuates

In medieval Europe philosophers and 
poets often speculated on the role of Dame 
Fortune in the lives of men. Most concluded 
that misfortune was actually good because it 
taught man to despise this world and think 
of his salvation in the next one. Writers la¬ 
bored to convince their audience that it 
wasn't their circumstances they needed to 
change but their point of view. A wise man, 
they argued, could see that bad luck—espe¬ 
cially a sudden reversal of fortune—was ac¬ 
tually good for him in the long run. 

Quite a pretty argument, but some black 
plague victims found it difficult to swallow. 
And it hasn't gotten any more palatable in 
the centuries that have since rolled by. 

Those thinkers were right about one thing, 
however; Dame Fortune indeed is a change¬ 
able creature. One moment we may find our¬ 
selves perched happily atop her wheel but 
before we know it she's given it a whirl and 
we're scrabbling to hold on to the rim with 
our fingernails. Just ask Dennis and Sherry 
Kamber, the owners of Roundabout Farm in 
Poolesville, Md. 

This year has been a banner year for the 
Kambers. Hampton Beach kicked 1983 off 
properly when she got the Tosmah Stakes in 
January, becoming the first stakes winner to 
race in their colors. Then Burt Bacharach's 
Heartlight No. One—a candidate for an 
Eclipse award who was foaled at Round¬ 
about—put the farm on the map with her 
graded stakes victories in California. Finally, 
Home by Twelve, a Cold Reception colt 
which the Kambers sold for $2,500 as a

weanling in Florida, became the first Kam- 
ber-bred stakes winner when he scored eas¬ 
ily in a division of the Minstrel Stakes, de¬ 
feating previously unbeaten Jobaker, who 
had won the Troubador Stakes by 10 lengths. 

Dennis and Sherry lost money when they 
sold Home by Twelve. And since they had 
only leased his dam Cinderella's Wand from 
Peter Fuller (who sold the mare in 1981), the 
colt s victory in Louisiana actually gained 
them nothing. However, that hardly both¬ 
ered them. 'I'm happy for the people that 
own the colt," Dennis said after the Minstrel. 

And in a field where there are so many 
disappointments it's nice to get a pat on the 
back once in a while. Besides, we have more 
stakes winners on the way."

But two weeks after Home by Twelve's big 
Dame Fortune gave her wheel another 
him. The Kambers lost a Val de I'Orne (Fr) 
y^^rling to a degenerative hock disease. Four 
h^ys after he was put down, the Kambers 
^ook four fillies to the Maryland October 
yearling sale. Dennis, a member of the 
^HBA's sales committee, wasn't optimistic 
^bout his yearlings' chances in the sales ring, 
but even he did not foresee just how badly 
things would go. He sold two fillies by Shel¬ 
ter Half and Moleolus for a total of $2,900— 
than $600 short of the average price 
chained for a single yearling. His other two 
yearlings were RNA's. 


Disgusted with the pitiful results of more 
than two years' labor and investment, Den¬ 
nis and Sherry prepared for the long drive 
back to Poolesville. Then a bystander shoul¬ 
dered in to "help" them load their National 
Zenith filly—nicknamed Pretty Face by their 
6-year-old son Adam. The filly balked and 
flipped over backwards, striking her head 
and knocking herself senseless. She failed to 
regain consciousness and Kamber had her 
put down. 

As disturbing as the accident was, it has 
not daunted the Kambers' enthusiasm for 
breeding. Dennis, who looks younger than 
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Kamber continued 


his 42 years, is energetic, persevering and 
ambitious. A self-made businessman, he 
started Kamber Engineering Inc. on a shoe¬ 
string budget 11 years ago. He now super¬ 
vises 18 employees and has offices in Gaith¬ 
ersburg and Cambridge. 

Kamber's firm primarily does civil and en¬ 
vironmental engineering. He designs waste 
water treatment plants, helps builders plan 
housing developments and prepares envi¬ 
ronmental impact reports on proposed con¬ 
struction. "But we've also worked on pro¬ 
jects as diverse as improving the efficiency of 
jet engines," says Kamber, "and some of the 
fields we work in are so new that we have to 
learn as we go along. The company has 
grown so much that we are ready to expand 
once again." 

An instrument-rated pilot, Kamber uses 
his plane to commute between his offices 
when necessary. The plane also enables 
Dennis and Sherry to see their horses when 
they run out of state. (They have two fillies 
racing now, Hampton Beach and a Quad¬ 
ratic filly named Flight Watch.) 

Kamber is as aggressive about his breed¬ 
ing ventures as he is about business. Since 
he and Sherry started breeding Thorough¬ 
breds in 1975, they have worked steadily to 
improve their small farm and upgrade their 
stock. In addition to two mares they lease 
from Peter Fuller, they now own 12 mares by 
themselves or in various partnerships, by 
such stallions as Cornish Prince, Barachois 
and One for All. Kamber also has shares in 
Benefice, Shelter Half and National Zenith, 
who stands in Florida for $5,000. (National 
Zenith is a son of Secretariat and Ciboulette, 
the dam of Fanfreluche.) 

"I grew up in Washington, D.C.," Kamber 
says. "Ever since I can remember I wanted to 
ride. I still recall pulling my wagon around 
collecting pop bottles so I could get the $2 to 
rent a horse from the stable located where 
the Watergate complex now stands. After I 
graduated from Virginia Tech I got a job with 
a consulting firm and, as soon as I could, 
bought myself an old polo mare." 

Dennis met Sherry Levin (now 32), who is 
also from the D.C. area, when he started 


boarding his horses at a stable her father 
rented in the suburbs. "Even though we 
lived in an apartment," Sherry recalls, "we 
always had horses. I showed and hunted all 
through childhood." That experience has 
proven invaluable since Sherry runs their 
30-acre farm day-to-day while Dennis con¬ 
centrates on business. In fact it was Sherry 
who broke Hampton Beach. Horses that 
can't be accommodated at Roundabout are

boarded at nearby farms or with Dennis's 
partners. 

Since he is careful to stay informed about 
pedigrees and race records, Dennis has man- 
aged to claim several mares cheap, reselling 
them in foal for many times what he paid for 
them. For himself, however, Kamber 
chooses to invest in one kind of broodmare. 

I can t afford to buy the sort of mares I'd like 
to have just now, so generally I buy young 
mares from families that look like they might 
improve. (The only exception is 21-year-old 
Jeune Fleur, the dam of Hampton Beach ) 
"The pedigree of Breck's Lane, a HagleV 
mare I bought privately, has already im¬ 
proved. Sun Worship, the first foal out of her 
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deni's half-sister Turkish Treasure, has won 
one stakes and placed in another since I got 
Wreck's Lane." 

^^ile Kamber's choice of broodmares 
n\ay work out quite well in the long run, it 
also keep things tough in the sales ring 
for a while. Most of his mares have not yet 
h^d a foal to race and since he often breeds to 
young and unproven stallions, it's been dif- 
n^ult to market some of his foals. 


Kamber seems willing, however, to accept 
short-term disappointments in exchange for 
long-term achievements. Home by Twelve 
has hinted that he is moving in the right 
direction. 

Dennis has a history of achieving his goals 
despite the odds. Chances are he and Sherry 
will wind up on top of Dame Fortune's wheel 
after all. °

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Dougie Small Switches 
From Horses to Bikes

Ask Doug Small Jr. why he kept on rid¬ 
ing jumping races for 11 years, and he 
doesn't have a ready answer. 

"Looking back on it—on the efforts I put 
into it versus the returns I got back—it 
doesn't make any sense at all. But it was 
worth it. I don't know why. I miss it now and 


starting to take up bicycle racing in a serious 
way. 

Mellow and soft-spoken, Mr. Small is up' 
front about his experiences. 

The oldest child of well-known Maryland 
horse breeder Douglas R. Small, he was 



I don't even know what I miss about it. I'm a 
competitive person. I like the way it feels to 
go fast. The trouble is, it takes so long to get 
good at riding jumpers that by the time you 
leam how, you're too old to do it any more. 
It's not a thing I'd recommend to other peo¬ 
ple," he comments. 

Dougie Small rode his final race a year ago, 
at the Far Hills meet. Now, at 40 years of age, 
he is launching a new career as an architect 
and building contractor. He lives by himself 
in New London, Pa., in a passive-solar home 
of his own design, and spends a great deal of 
his time taking college courses. He is also 


brought up on a big, stately horse farm in 
Monkton. 

His father was a public trainer on the flat 
for over 25 years. Doug Small Sr. also rode 
timber races (including the 1951 Maryland 
Hunt Cup) as a youth. 

His mother, the late Jane Montandin Wat¬ 
ters Small (an excellent rider in her own 
right), was the sister of Sidney Watters, also 
a longtime trainer and former jumping race 
rider. 

Dougie knew, from an early age, that he 
wanted to be a jockey. 
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No longer able to ride because 
of a hip problem, Doug Small 
Jr. has taken up bicycle racing. 
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Small continued 


"It was just something I wanted to do. I 
can't tell you why. My father tried to talk me 
out of it. He wanted me to go to college and 
have a regular job. My parents sent me to 
Gilman School; 1 used to play hooky and go 
out to Timonium and gallop horses. I ended 
up getting kicked out of school for spending 
too much time with horses. 

"1 wanted to be a flat jockey, but 1 was too 
big for fhat by the time 1 was 14 years old. 
Actually 1 ended up too big to be a jumping 
rider. I had a terrible problem with weight," 
he remarks. 

Mr. Small rode his first race when he was 
16 years old, at the Howard County Point-to- 
Point meet. But he had to wait several more 
years before turning professional. 

He graduated from Towson High School 
in 1961, and then attended the University of 
Delaware for one year. While he was there 
he galloped horses for Eugene Weymouth 
"and a lot of other people in Middletown." 
Then he broke away for a year of "study" 
overseas. 

"The only way 1 could present it to my 
family was to say 1 was going to 'study in 


England'," remarks Mr. Small. "Actually I 
worked for a stable over there." 

When he came back he dropped all pre¬ 
tense and got a job with trainer Morris Dix¬ 
on. His timing could not have been better. 

Mr. Dixon's regular rider—^Joe Aitche- 
son—got hurt just as the Radnor meet was 
about to open that spring, and Dougie filled 
in at the last minute. "1 rode my first race by 
default," says Mr. Small. "But I ended up 
having three winners that day." 

The following year—1965—Mr. Small was 
leading steeplechase rider in the country. 
(As it turned out, 1965 was Mr. Small's best 
year. He is eighth on the list of all-time lead¬ 
ing steeplechase riders, with a total of 150 
wins throughout his career. He considers his 
greatest accomplishments to be winning the 
Grand National five times, and having the 
mount on Bon Nouvel in the 1969 Paris 
Grand National. "We fell at the Grande 
Riviere," quips Dougie.) 

Weight was the biggest obstacle he faced 
as a rider, according to Mr. Small. 
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'Every year at Saratoga Td be leading 
rider.

"Going back to riding when I was 37 years 
old was hard; the next oldest rider around 
was 27," Mr. Small says. "But it wasn't as 
hard as I had thought it would be. I didn't 
have any more trouble with weight than I did 
when I was younger. I thought I might have 
a problem with nerve—that I might have lost 
my desire to go fast—but that wasn't a prob¬ 
lem, either. 

"I think it was easier because I wasn't 
drinking. One of the great old-timers used to 
say that drinking actually helped you ride, 
that it helped you reduce. Because he said it, 

I used to think it had to be true. But it wasn't 
true . . . 

"The hardest part of going back was that I 
kept breaking my leg. People don't heal 
nearly as fast at 37 as they do at 20. I started 
breaking my collarbones—I had never had a 
broken collarbone before—and I had some 
broken ribs. But I managed to get through 
architecture school (at Delaware Technical 
College and the University of Delaware). 

"My body held out just long enough . . . 
But my right hip had started to degenerate 
pretty badly; it hurt so much that I had to 
stop riding. It'll probably keep on getting 
worse; someday I may end up getting an 
artificial hip." 

Aside from his hip, Mr. Small is in good 
health. He believes his life is "really coming 
together now. Drinking makes such a mess 
of your life that it takes a long time to get 
over. The reason I don't mind talking about 
it—why I think it's so important to be honest 
and up-front about the problems I've had 
with alcohol—is that it makes it easier to stay 
sober." 

Mr. Small's biggest project of the moment 
is a new training center which he and his 
brother-in-law Edwin Merryman are making 
plans to build in Port Deposit. Designed to 
take up 500 acres of land overlooking the 
Susquehanna River, the training center 
would be a kind of horseman's community. 
The land would be divided into small par¬ 
cels, which would become separate farms, 
but the farms would all share one central 
training facility. 

"There are a number of places like this in 
Florida, and they have been really popular 
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Small continued 

down there," explains Mr. Small. "Right 
now we're working on financing. We're try¬ 
ing to get a $1.25 million industrial revenue 
bond approved. It's kind of funny, a jockey 
and a dairy farmer trying to borrow $1.25 
million. 

"We're hoping to get the track in this fall 
and start building houses and bams in the 
spring." 

Dougie is also working right now on sub¬ 
dividing a 17-acre parcel of land adjacent to 
his home in New London. He is selling off 
lots to people who are then hiring him to 
design and build their houses. 

He has just recently sold three. "The econ¬ 
omy started to pick up just as I got into this; it 
was a lucky break," notes Mr. Small. He 
likes to use "post and beam" architecture—a 
type of design he says has been popular in 
New England for many years. 

Once he got "in the habit" of going to 
school, he found it difficult to stop. Mr. 
Small is currently taking five evening and 
weekend courses in art and advertising, real 
estate and computer science—at the Univer- 

Small is subdividing property near his home in 
New London, Pa., as well as planning a new 500- 
acre training center which he will build in Port

sity of Delaware and Cecil Community Col- 
lege. 

He describes himself as being "really into a 
bachelor lifestyle," although he spends a lot 
of time with his three daughters: Susannah, 

16; Micaela, 14, and Jessica, 8. The girls live 
with their mother on a farm near Unionville, 
and they are all active riders, according to 
Mr. Small. 

Since he himself can no longer ride, or 
even mn, Mr. Small has had to resort to 
bicycle racing for recreation. 

"I used to mn, although I never competed 
as a mnner because I was always getting hurt 
riding," he explains. "When my hip got to be 
in such bad shape I had to come to grips with 
the fact that I would not mn again. So I 
turned to bike racing. 

"Having always been fit, I thought that 
would be enough. But I had a kind of rude 
awakening. Those guys are good. The on^ 
race I've been in, I was in a dead heat for last. 
One of the guys in the race had been across 
the country in 15 days. 

"It's going to take me awhile to get into it. 
They say it takes at least a year for your heart 
and lungs to build up." 

Obviously, Dougie Small intends to go for 
it.

Lord Lister Outstanding 
In State Handicap Ranks

When Mrs. Harold Whitmore's Peter 
Pan Stakes winner Sir Lister went wrong as a 
4-year-old, the lady made up her mind to 
"duplicate" him. "I decided that if 1 couldn't 
have Sir Lister, I'd get the next best thing— 
one of his foals," Mrs. Whitmore explained. 

Amazingly, Susan Whitmore accom¬ 
plished exactly what she set out to do. In 
fact, she may have gone one better when she 
bred Lord Lister, one of three foals from his 
sire's only American crop. The colt whose 
mother once ran for a $2,000 claiming tag has 
established himself as Maryland's leading 
handicap horse of 1983. He got the Fort Mc¬ 
Henry Handicap in July and during a 12-day 
period this fall he three times shipped down 
from New York to win as many races, includ¬ 
ing the Congressional and Walter Haight 
Handicaps. In so doing, he annihilated one 
track record and equaled another. 


Lord Lister has become something of a 
favorite around W.J. (Bill) Hirsch's New 
York bam and something of a legend in 
Maryland. Indeed, had you set out to write a 
children's story about racing, you could 
hardly have created a more engaging plot 
than the tme history of Lord Lister. 


Behind the colt's success lies the determi¬ 
nation of his unorthodox breeder Mrs. Whit¬ 
more, the skill of his trainer Bill Hirsch— 
whose father Buddy and grandfather Max 
are members of racing's Hall of Fame—and 
the discernment of Charlie and Cynthia Mc- 
Ginnes of Thommar Farm on Maryland's 
Eastern Shore. 


Mrs. Whitmore, who has homes in Green¬ 
wich, Conn., and Palm Beach, Fla., has had 
race horses for several decades. A prominent 
fundraiser for various charities and for the 
arts, she frankly admits to being emotionally 
attached to her horses—especially to Lord 
Lister. 

At trainer Mack Miller's urging, Mrs. 
Whitmore purchased Lord Lister's sire Sir 
Lister for $18,000 at Keeneland as a yearling 
in 1974. The decision to buy the good-look¬ 
ing colt by the stakes-placed Bold Ruler stal¬ 
lion Dynastic turned out to be one of the two 
wisest racing decisions she ever made. 

Mrs. Whitmore named the colt for Lis- 
terine, a product her great-grandfather in¬ 
vented, naming it after the great English 
physician Lord Joseph Lister. In 1976 the colt 
won the Peter Pan Stakes and was second in 
the Dwyer Stakes. 

But at 4 Sir Lister developed back trouble, 
among other problems, and the following 
year Mrs. Whitmore sent him to Charles and 
Cynthia McGinnes at Thornmar, in hopes 
that a season at stud might prove thera¬ 
peutic. "Mrs. Whitmore and Cynthia's fam¬ 
ily, the Ramsings, are old friends," says 
Charlie. "She used to say that she sent Lord 
Lister to us because Thor Ramsing was the 
best dance partner she'd ever had." 

One of only three North American foals 
by his sire Sir Lister, Lord Lister has earned 
a total of $277,333 and won three stakes. 
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Mrs. Whitmore also had the McGinneses 
buy two mares for her to breed to Sir Lister. 
C^ne of those Charlie selected was Negation, 
dam of Lord Lister, which he bought at 
Jimonium in 1977 in foal to Lostcreekprince 
$11,000. "I had had my eye on Negation 
3 long time," Charlie remembers. "She 
^as by Mongo and had an English bottom 
her dam's sire being the great Alycidon. 
mare had raced for five years, running 
[or as little as $2,000 at Penn National. But I . 
hadn't been eligible to claim her then. When 
^he finally came through the ring I was tom, 
because I really wanted her for myself. But 
since Mrs. Whitmore was in the market, we 
8ot the mare for her." 

Negation and Nataba—the other mare Mr. 
^eGinnes purchased for Mrs. Whitmore— 
l^ere two of only five mares who went to Sir 
bister. Those two and one outside mare pro- 
onced foals by him in 1979. Disappointed 


with the number of mares he'd attracted and 
anticipating a comeback on the race track, 
Mrs. Whitmore sent Sir Lister back into 
training at the conclusion of the 1978 season. 
And when neither Nataba nor Negation got 
successfully in foal to other stallions in 1979, 
Mrs. Whitmore sold the former to the Mc¬ 
Ginneses and traded Negation to them for 
an in-foal mare. 

Sir Lister made six unsuccessful starts in 
1978 and nine more the foflowing year. He 
spent the 1980 season at Closeburn Stud in 
New York where he sired no Thoroughbred 
foals. "At one point," recalls McGinnes, 
"there had even been talk of turning him out 
in Mrs. Whitmore's backyard in Green¬ 
wich." But eventually Sir Lister was sold 
privately and wound up going through the 
Keeneland January Horses of All Ages sale in 
1981 where he was purchased for $19,000 by 
Luigi Miglietti and exported to South 
America. 
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Lord Lister continued 


Miglietti also later purchased Negation 
from the McGinneses for a price they 
"couldn't turn down." But before they sold 
the mare, they bred two foals out of her: a 
Tentam filly (in partnership with Carelaine 
Farm) which sold for $83,000 at the 1982 
Fasig-Tipton Kentucky Summer yearling 
sale, and Gridlock, a Winged T. filly. The Mc¬ 
Ginneses hope eventually to make Gridlock, 
who was reserve champion at the MHBA's 
1983 yearling show, a member of their 
broodmare band. 

Mrs. Whitmore turned both of her foals by 
Sir Lister over to Bill Hirsch in 1981. "Bill had 
both of them. Lord Lister and Nataba's foal 
Lister's Pride, at the Aiken trials that win¬ 
ter," says McGinnes. When he brought 
them to New York in the spring he didn't 
think anything of starting Lister's Pride in a 
$50,000 maiden claimer, figuring that even 
though he'd been second at the trials, he was 
too obscurely bred to be taken at that price. 
But Mrs. Whitmore lost him in his first start. 
She didn't like it but the horse was well 
sold." 

Lord Lister's trainer and owner. Bill Hirsch and 
Mrs. Harold Whitmore, have made three trips to 
the winner's circle at Laurel since September 26. 


Lord Lister first attracted attention in NeW 
York last year at 3 when he was second in the 
Jamaica Handicap-G3 and third in the Je¬ 
rome Handicap-G2. He also placed in the 
Devon Stakes and the Yankee Handicap. In 
his 17 starts last year he won only one race 
but was nine times second—four times miss- 
ing by a nose. For Hirsch and Mrs. Whitmore 
it was a happy but frustrating time. "Lord 
Lister had a habit of hanging once he got the 
lead, but he's certainly matured out of it this 
year," Hirsch said. 

"Lord Lister is a cut below the country's 
top handicap horses but he's honest and he 
ran a big race when he was fourth to High¬ 
land Blade in the Brooklyn Handicap this 
summer. He may retire to stud in 1984, either 
in New York or Maryland. His top line isn't 
strong but he's a beautifully made colt and if 
he can pass his grittiness and conformation 
on to his foals, he ought to do all right." 

Sir Lister certainly did. One stakes winner 
from three foals isn't bad. 

At the moment, Mrs. Whitmore hasn't any 
mares to send Lord Lister's way.

Five-Time Horse 
Of the Year Kelso 
Dies at Woodstock 


JVelso, one of the world's all-time great 
race horses, died unexpectedly last month at 
his owner's Woodstock Farm in Chesapeake 
City. The day prior to his death he had pa¬ 
raded at Belmont Park as part of a benefit 
program designed to raise money for a re¬ 
tirement home for aged race horses. 

Five times America's Horse of the Year 
(1960-1964), Mrs. Richard C. duPont's gal¬ 
lant gelding retired early in 1966 with earn¬ 
ings of $1,977,896. His earnings were an all- 
time record in 1966, but in the intervening 
years three other horses (John Henry, Spec¬ 
tacular Bid and Affirmed) surpassed that 
total. 

Kelso was 26 at the time of his death. He 
was by Your Host out of Maid of Flight by 
Count Fleet and was bred by his owner, Mrs. 
duPont. He was trained by Carl Hanford, 
except for his first three races as a 2-year-old. 
The late veterinarian Dr. John M. Lee was 
Kelso's trainer during his juvenile season— 
during which he won once and was twice 
second in three starts. 


It was as a 3 and 4-year-old that Kelso 
astounded the racing world, winning 11 con¬ 
secutive races. Ten of those victories were in 
stakes and Eddie Arcaro was his rider in ten 
of those 11 victories. Although he did not 
start in any of the Triple Crown events (his 
first 1960 start was in June at Monmouth), he 
was voted 3-year-old champion and Horse 
of the Year. He was to achieve Horse of the 
Year honors for the next four years. 

Kelso's lifetime record reads 63 starts, 39 
wins, 12 seconds and two thirds. 

Because he was a gelding, Kelso raced 
many years longer than would have been the 
case had he not been castrated. Had he gone 
to stud at the end of his 3-year-old season (3® 
is now the case with most champion colts)/ 
he would have had a record of nine wins in 
12 starts for earnings of $296,690. 

When retired to Woodstock Farm, Kelso 
was converted into a hunter. Mrs. duPont 

In his final public appearance, Kels® 
(far right) paraded at Belmont Park to benefit 
a retirement home for aged race horses- 
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recalled with laughter the many thrills 
she got while astride Kelso in the hunting 
h^ld. He was never an easy horse to ride, 
^nd the runs encountered on foxhunts stirred 
his competitive nature. He was a handful, 
^ven for such an expert horsewoman as Mrs. 

^^Pont. 

L^ter he was retired from the hunting field 
^nd used only occasionally by Mrs. duPont 
hack around her spacious farm which bor- 
ders the Bohemia river. In recent years he 
totally retired but had his own full-time 
S^oom and a lush paddock which he shared 
a pony. 

^Irs. duPont accepted the New York Rac- 
^^8 Associations' invitation to parade Kelso 
helmont Park with some reluctance. She 
^^red that the excitement might be too 
^^ch for her old friend but agreed to the 
Proposal because of the program's charity 
for retired race horses. 

At Belmont on Jockey Club Gold Cup day 
^^Iso was saddled in the paddock and pa¬ 


raded with Forego on the subsequent walk to 
the starting gate. He made a remarkable ap¬ 
pearance in view of his age, looking radiant 
and sharp in what was to be his final public 
appearance. 

Returned to Woodstock Farm by 11 p.m. 
that same day, Kelso seemed normal the fol¬ 
lowing morning and early afternoon. But at 4 
o'clock Mrs. duPont took some visitors to see 
him in his paddock and detected signs of 
pain in the horse. Kelso's regular veterinar¬ 
ian, Dr. Alan McCarthy, was immediately 
summoned. 

He treated Kelso for a case of colic. 

"At first," said Dr. McCarthy, "he seemed 
to respond to the medication. But about 45 
minutes later he began to tremble. He died 
about 7 o'clock that evening." 

Kelso was buried at Mrs. duPont's farm 
alongside Nearctic, the sire of Northern 
Dancer. °

Woody Stephens speaks 

Woody Stephens, trainer ot Maryland- 
bred Devil s Bag and a host of other major 
stakes winners, was guest speaker on the 
eve of the Selima Stakes last month at a 
meeting of the Thoroughbred Club of Mary¬ 
land. 

The meeting, held at Cross Keys in Balti¬ 
more, was perhaps the best in the history of 
the organization founded in 1979 bv Ralph 
Retler. 

Mr. Stephens, who was in Maryland to 
saddle Miss Oceana in the Selima, twice re¬ 
ceived standing ovations from the hundred 
horsepeople who attended the dinner meet¬ 
ing. 

In response to questions Mr. Stephens re¬ 
viewed a considerable portion of his more 
than 50 years on the race tracks, recalling 
that he began as a jockey—without much 
success. 

From the first Preakness winner he trained 
(Blue Man in 1952), Mr. Stephens went on to 
discuss with wit and detail many of his top- 
class runners and champions, ending with 
the thought that the 2-year-old Devil's Bag 
may be the best horse of his career. 

The meeting was presided over by vice- 
president Ron Hahn who deputized for 
president Jim Lewis. Mr. Lewis was out of 
town and consequently unable to attend.

Bob Beall's homebred filly Nice Choice made eight 
^f^rts for him, winning one race and placing in 
others before he sold her privately for $ 10,000 
in 1980. "Nice Choice was a beautiful filly and had 


blazing speed," recalls Beall, "but she also had a 
wind problem." After the sale, the Friend s 
Choice filly made four unsuccessful starts at 
Charles Town at four and a half furlongs. 

Nice Choice was unraced in 1981 and '82 but won 
her 1983 debut this fall and next time out scored in 
the High Velocity Stakes at Nuevo Laredo Downs 
in Mexico. Her time for the two and a half furlong 
race was -. 26 ^ 5 —a new track record. 

Mr. Beall also bred the 8 -year-old sprinter Dave's 
Friend. Like Nice Choice, Dave's Friend is by 
Beall's stallion Friend's Choice, but he has had a 
rather more illustrious career. The winner of 16 
stakes is now less than $50,000 short of becoming 
the first sprinter ever to earn $1 million. And to 
help him reach that goal the gelding's owner, 
Louisiana oilman John Franks, has raced him in 
sprint stakes throughout the country. 

Dave's Friend has won only one added-money 
event in 1983 but he has been busy and productive 
all season. In January he was second in the Grade 
2 San Carlos Handicap and the following month 
he won the Hot Springs Handicap (an overnight 
event worth $50,000). Prior to his score in the 
Count Fleet Sprint Handicap at Oaklawn Park in 
April, he ran second in the urade 3 Phoenix Gold 
Cup. In May Dave's Friend was second in the 
$100,000 Ak-Sar-Ben Handicap Stakes and five 
weeks later was the runner-up in Churchill 
Downs' Firecracker Handicap. 

He got his third win of the season when he tallied 
in an allowance event at Churchill Downs in Au¬ 
gust after having been fifth in the Grade 3 Suffolk 
Downs Sprint Handicap. His third-place finish to 
Kangroo Court in the Morvich Handicap at Santa 
Anita on October 15 pushed his earnings to 
$953,615.

Since winning the Fort McHenry Handicap in 
midsummer Lord Lister has dominated the state's 
handicap division. In a 12 -day period this fall the 
New York-based colt took three races at Laurel, 
including two stakes—destroying one track rec¬ 
ord and equaling another. 

After his score in the Fort McHenry on July 4 Lord 
Lister ran fourth in Highland Blade's Grade 1 
Brooklyn Handicap and fifth in Bates Motel's 
Monmouth, also Grade 1. Trainer Bill Hirsch Jr. 
gave the colt a couple of weeks off before shipping 
him down to Laurel to sharpen him in a seven- 
furlong allowance event. Although he was shuf¬ 
fled back at the start Lord Lister circled horses and 
came on to beat Prince Valid and other stakes-

class sprinters at their own game. The effort cost 
him little and five days later Hirsch ran him back in 
the Congressional Handicap—a race originally 
scheduled for the turf course but moved to the 
main track by rain. 

Laurel fans made Lord Lister the 1.10-1 favorite 
for the Congressional. The nine-horse field also 
included Hope Me Die, who came into the race off 
of consecutive stakes wins at Timonium, and Hail 
Emperor, the Graustark horse who had been sec¬ 
ond through disqualification in the Fort McHenry. 
Jockey Vince Bracciale kept Lord Lister off the fast 
early pace in the mile and a sbeteenth event, and 
when Hail Emperor, racing just ahead of Lord 
Lister, moved on the leaders on the far turn. Lord 
Lister followed suit. The favorite came up to chal¬ 
lenge Hail Emperor approaching the stretch and 
the two fought it out to the wire where Lord Lister 
prevailed by a neck. The pair finished nine lengths 
ahead of third-placed Pair of Deuces in track rec¬ 
ord time. Lord Lister's new standard of 1:42% over 
the muddy strip was three-fifthsof a second better 
than Reef Searcher's old mark. 

In the Walter Haight Handicap a week later 
Lord Lister and Hail Emperor met again, and al¬ 
though the riders reversed strategies, the end re¬ 
sult was the same as before. In the Haight Brac¬ 
ciale kept Lord Lister close to the pace while Gregg 
McCarron and Hail Emperor saved ground be¬ 
hind. Turning for the stretch Lord Lister moved 
up to take the lead from Shadowfax and got to the 


wire under a hand ride, holding off Hail Em¬ 
peror's late challenge by a half-length. His win¬ 
ning time of 1:49% for the mile and an eighm 
equaled Saihngon's record. Shadowfax was thir*^' 
four lengths behind the winner. 

Last year as a 3-year-old Lord Lister had a habit 
fuiishing second—a trend he has managed to m- 
verse this year at 4. ''Time and again Lord List^^ 
would make a big run like he was going to win ^ 
race, but at the end he'd hang just enough to 
himself beat a nose," said Mr. Hirsch. "In four or 
the nine races where he finished second he only 
got beat a nose." The little bay colt only visited th^ 
winner's circle once in 1982 but has made six trips 
there so far in 1983. He still likes to keep things 
exciting however, as none of his victories has been 
by more than three-quarters of a length.

Prior to the running of the Group 1 William Hill 

Dewhurst Stakes at Newmarket, most observers 
compared El Gran Senor unfavorably to his full 
brother Try My Best, English and Irish juvenile 
champion in 1977. While the Northern Dancer colt 
had won all three of his starts in Ireland, he had 
not displayed the brilliance his brother possessed. 
His connections defended him, protesting that he 
was a lazy but talented individual who would 
"make a race of it with a donkey, and always do 
enough and no more." 

Few people were surprised that El Gran Senor 
managecf to take the Dewhurst but in doing so he 
showed stunning mettle, turning in the best per¬ 
formance in England by a juvenile this season. 
"Doing enough" to gain a half-length victory over 
Rainbow Quest meant running the seven furlongs 
in 1:24.9 on a course labeled only "good." (The 
course record at Newmarket is 1:23.63.) Rainbow 
Quest, whose gritty performance in a two-furlong 
duel with El Gran Senor added significantly to his 
own prestige, finished another six lengths ahead 
of the French Group 1 winner Siberian Express.

Devil's Bag is so far superior to his contemporaries 
that there are only two yardsticks by which to 
measure his accomplishments—himself and the 
records of superhorses like Secretariat and Seattle 
Slew.

On the same day that Slew o' Gold clinched the 
3-year-old championship in the Jockey Club Gold 
Cup, Devil's Bag filed his claim for Horse of the 
Year honors in the Champagne. Surprisingly, 11 
juveniles showed up to compete against the colt 
who was already regarded as the probable juve¬ 
nile champion.

El Gran Senor will be one of two 1983 juvenile 
champions bred by Mr. Taylor, the other being 
Devil's Bag. The colt's sire Northern Dancer tied

on October 8 when his filly Sadler's Wells won the 
Group 2 Panasonic Beresford Stakes. 


Devil's Bag bounded to the lead after the first few 
strides and was never seriously threatened. Fail¬ 
ing to heed Stephens' warning that "Devil's Bag 
eats rabbits," Our Casey's Boy challenged the 3-10 
favorite early. He got within a length of Devil's 
Bag at the quarter pole before being put away after 
a half-mile. The leader easily held off Dr. Carter's 
bid in the stretch, drawing away to win by six 
lengths in 1:34Vs—a tick faster than Seattle Slew's 
old record. Our Casey's Boy finished third, three 
and a half lengths behind Dr. Carter, who had also 
been second to Devil's Bag in the Cowdin Stakes. 

Only four horses came out to run against Devil's 
Bag in the Laurel Futurity two weeks after the 
Champagne and again the colt was so much better 
than nis opponents that the IVie-mile event 
seemed more like an exhibition than a horse race. 
Devil's Bag took command at the start and was 
immediately challenged by Ballet Partner, who 
was just a head behind the leader after a half-mile. 
He disposed of that rival leaving the backstretch 
and opened a clear lead on his way to a five and <3 
quarter-length win over Hail Bold King, who had 
been fourth in the Champagne. The Maryland- 
bred Pied A' Tierre, winner of a division of the 
Pilgrim Stakes, finished third, more than lO 
lengths behind Devil's Bag. 

Devil's Bag, who has yet to feel the whip, ran the 
distance in 1:42^5, three-fifths of a second slower 
than the track record Spectacular Bid set when he 
won the event in 1978. As the 1-20 favorite Devil's 
Bag created a minus win pool of $1,793 and a 
minus place pool of $12,479.

NickShuk 

Nick Shuk, a top rider who came close to 
national fame, di^ last month after nearly 
three years of cancer therapy. The 53-year- 
old jo^ey was Maryland's finest rider when 
in his 20's and perhaps could have attained 
Hall of Fame stature had he ridden regularly 
in New York. 

His style was classic and his judgment su¬ 
perb. 

Nick's last winner was recorded in Decem¬ 
ber, 1981—the 2,669th of his career. He ranks 
51st among all-time winning jockeys in 
North America, Bill Shoemaker being the 
leader with over 8,200 victories. 

Brought to the races in 1947 by the late 
Jimmy McGee, Shuk was to accept 23,207 
mounts during the next 34 years. His first 
contract employer was Art Rooney who, on 
the occasion of Nick's first winner, present¬ 
ed him with a watch on which was inscribed 
"Keep The Faith." Nick was to keep and 
treasure both the faith and the watch for the 
rest of his life. I 

A native of Cicero, Ill., Shuk is survived 
by his wife, Bonnie, and four children.

Barbara Pue Streaker, an active member of 
the Goshen Hunt Qub, died last month at 
age 54.

IVesponding to the needs of the industry, 
Maryland's fledgling Horse Racing Council 
has rolled up its sleeves and started to work 
promoting the huge racing industry in the 
state. 

With participation from both Standard- 
bred and Thoroughbred people increasing, 
the council has laid its foundation and is 
preparing to launch numerous projects de¬ 
signed to achieve its goals. 

The council's primary thrust is a promo¬ 
tional campaign entitled "It's a WINNER— 
the Maryland Horse Industry." With its logo 
of a horse, the slogan is designed to project a 
positive image for racing while at the same 
time emphasizing the beauty and excitement 
of the horse. Executive director Ralph Elsmo 
is hoping it will become a catch-phrase for 
the industry. 

Conceived as a means of restoring pride to 
Maryland's historical horse industry and as a 
vehicle for promoting the economic, cul¬ 
tural, educational and entertainment value 
of the horse and horse racing, the council 
plans a road show that will spread the story 
of the horse statewide. Films and slide 
shows along with talks by industry repre¬ 
sentatives will be shown in each of Mary¬ 
land's 23 counties. Several successful ses¬ 
sions have already taken place. 

To unlock the often confusing and mys¬ 
terious skill called handicapping and to ex¬ 
plain investment and ownership opportuni¬ 
ties, ongoing teaching seminars will be intro¬ 
duced to the general public this fall.

Jumping Qassic continued 

Principally sponsored by Mercedes-Benz 
of North America, the Baltimore Junior 
League and WJZ-TV, the Classic treated 
sports fans to a view of the top show jump¬ 
ing candidates for the 1984 Olympics. Riders 
included three of the past four World Cup 
champions: Norman Dello Joio of New York, 
Michael Matz of Pennsylvania and Conrad 
Homfeld of Virginia. In addition, the two 
major contenders for the Mercedes AGA 
Rider of the Year award—Katie Monahan 
and Leslie Burr—were present, plus Anne 
Kursinski of Pasadena, Cal., winner of the 
individual gold medal at this summer's Pan- 
American Games in Caracas, Venezuela. 

Grand prix jumping is the height of excel¬ 
lence in the horse show world. "This is show 
business, the highest level of stadium jump¬ 
ing. It is the ultimate and the best, with the 
most in prize money," exclaims Leonard A. 
King Jr., president of the American Grand- 
prix Association. Competing over 12 to 15 
obstacles, varying in height from 4 to 6 feet 
and in width from 3 to 6 feet, this type of 
competition demands the strength and 
stamina of the race horse combined with the 
agility of the Western cutting horse. 

The American Grandprix Association was 
organized in 1978 to support the United 
States Equestrian Team's Olympic develop¬ 
ment program and to improve the status of 
the sport of stadium jumping. Today they 
operate 30 member events from California 
and Florida to Michigan and New York; they 
offer over $1 million in prize money and have 
a production budget in excess of $5 million. 

That grand prix jumping has increased tre¬ 
mendously in spectator popularity during 
the past five years was evidenced by the 
strong attendance at the Baltimore show. 
With the simple objective of clearing every 
obstacle in the least amount of time, the per¬ 
formance is easy for onlookers to follow and 
to understand. 

Adding to the excitement on the part of the 
rider are classes with financial rewards of 
$25,000 and up, an opportunity to take home 
a new, custom-built Mercedes convertible as 
Rider of the Year and a $100,000 pool (also 
provided by Mercedes) split among the top 
25 grand prix riders. A further fillip is the

burgeoning value of the horses competir'8' 
According to King, proven grand prix hors^® 
are selling for $300,000 to $500,000 and 
predicts that before the 1984 Olympics 
summer in Los Angeles, we will see the sal^ 
of a million-dollar grand prix jumper. 

The BIJC began on Friday afternoon with ^ 
$3,000 intermediate jump)er class. (An intet' 
mediate horse is one which has not won oWt 
$5,0(X).) The blue ribbon—and the pr^^ 
money—^went to a lovely chestnut gelding' 
Wrong Number, owned by Mr. and Mr®' 
Michael Bell of Canada and ridden by Nev^ 
Yorker Anthony D'Ambrosio. Second 
Katie Monahan on Everon, owned by 
and Mrs. Paul Inman of Farmington HiU®' 
Mich. In 1982 D'Ambrosio and Monahan 
battled to the wire for Rider of the Year, with 
Monahan narrowly emerging the victor. Lo’ 
cal owner-rider Edgar Pagan of Takoma Parl^ 
picked up sixth place among 31 entries on his 
young 16.3-hand gelding Manassas City. 
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The second class was limited to junior/ 
amateur-owners. First and third places went 
Bobby Ginsberg, also of New Sfork. State- 
^Ul took home the blue and Holland s Wis¬ 
dom the yellow. In second place was Kevin 
Maloney of Virginia on Darkside. 

Once the afternoon classes were com¬ 
pleted, D'Ambrosio presented an unmount¬ 
ed clinic to some 60 participants, explaining 
how he had planned a strategy to produce a 
'^inning round. Debbie Shaffner of College- 
'^llle. Pa., the only American and the only 
'voman ever to win the Grand Prix in Rome, 
haly, joined D'Ambrosio in describing the 
Intricacies of riding a jumping course at this 
level. The clinic was repeated, to an even 
larger audience, preceding the Saturday af¬ 
ternoon session. 

Friday evening's $2,000 junior/amateur 
jumper fault and out class was won with a 
Sutsy ride by Linda Younger of California on 
Oregon Kid. Negotiating the turns with the 
^lipperiness of an eel, the 8-year-old bay 
gelding turned in an extraordinary time of 


36.958 seconds. Second was Christian Cur- 
rey on the experienced gelding Dr. Smallie 
and third, minus a stirrup, was local com¬ 
petitor Mrs. Zoellen W. Speelman of Pooles- 
ville on The Woodsman. 

The featured event of Friday night was the 
$5,000 open jumper class. (Once he has cap¬ 
tured over $5,000 in prize money, the horse 
must move up in class to the open division.) 
The course here was considerably more dif¬ 
ficult than the afternoon's, with both a dou¬ 
ble and a triple combination. The third ele¬ 
ment of the triple was set at more than 5 feet 
and the widest obstacle on the course was a 
6-foot spread at fence six. 

Thirty-five horses competed in this class, 
11 entering the jump-off with clean rounds. 
Local favorite was Touch of Qass, a 10-year- 
old Thoroughbred mare ridden by Joe Far- 
gis. In the audience, hands clasped in antici¬ 
pation, watched Jennifer Small, breeder of 
Touch of Qass, her husband Doug and Jen¬ 
nifer's mother, Mrs. Dorothy Rowland, who 
now has Touch of Qass' dam, Kluwall, back 
in foal to the same stallion, Yankee Lad.

However, the Maryland-bred was not to 
triumph, finishing third by less than a sec¬ 
ond to Eadenvale, a rangy 16.3-hand Irish- 
bred chestnut gelding ridden by Donald 
Cheska from Wisconsin. These two were the 
champions at the BIJC in 1982. Second to 
Eadenvale was Jonker, owned and ridden by 
Peter Leone, one of the three Leone brothers 
who complete from New Jersey. 

A jarring note in otherwise superior ex¬ 
ecutions was the performance of Jet Run in 
the jump-off. Ridden by Michael Matz, 1975 
Pan-American Games gold medalist, 1981 
World Cup champion and 1981 Rider of the 
Year, the all-time leading grand prix money 
winner stopped cold at the yellow verticd 
and refused to have anything to do with the 
obstacle. Matz could offer no explanation for 
the 16-year-old gelding's problem except 
that the vertical was adjacent to a wall and 
walls have always been Jet Run's nemesis. In 
the top class on Sunday, Jet Run would also 


have a perfect trip in the qualifying roun^ 
and then two knockdowns in the jump^^' 
Qearly, it was not this grand old campaign'' 
er's weekend. 

Saturday afternoon presented a richer 
termediate jumper class with prize mon^ 
set at $5,000. Thirty-one horses jumped th^ 
qualifying round, 15 completing the cour^ 
without a fault. Leslie Burr of Connecticut/ 
currently first in Rider of the Year standing?' 
won the class on the good-looking bay geld' 
ing Country, owned by E.C. Andrews. 
piloted the 7-year-old through flawless tum^ 
and a dramatic "cut" into the timer after th^ 
last fence.

In October

The October Mixed Sale held at Timon- 
ium on October 23-24 was a bargain base¬ 
ment production with gross receipts and av¬ 
erage price tumbling drastically from 1982 
levels. The sale found 378 head passing 
through the ring with 95 being returned to 
their consignors as Reserves Not Attained. 

The 283 horses which were sold grossed 
$749,150 for an average price of $2,647. The 
decline in gross from 1982 was 28 per cent 
while the drop in average price was 22 per 
cent. Surprisingly, the percentage of RNA's 
was lower than in 1982—^25 per cent this 
year, compared to 39 per cent last October. 


Last year there was only one October auc¬ 
tion and this year there were two. An auction 
devoted exclusively to yearlings was held 
this year on October 2. At that sale 137 head 
were sold for a ^oss of $489,100. If the two 
sales were combined, the bottom line would 
read 420 sold (not including RNA's) for a 
gross of $1,238,250. 

So from a pure volume standpoint, Oc¬ 
tober was a big sales month in Maryland 
with the combined gross for the two sales 
being the highest in Maryland since 1980. 
But from the consignors' point of view, the 
market was soft beyond expectations with 
the average price for all horses sold in Oc- 
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tober being $2,948. This was the lowest Oc¬ 
tober average at Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association auctions since 1977. 

Asked to comment on the October sales, 
William G. Christmas, president of the 
Maryland Sales Agency which conducted 
the auctions, said: "There were two main 
reasons for the slide. The first and most im¬ 
portant was the quality of the horses offered. 
And the second was a national downward 
trend. Cheap horses are bringing less every¬ 
where, even though the top animals are set¬ 
ting record prices at the Keeneland Summer 
sale and Saratoga." 

Mr. Christmas also noted that his Decem¬ 
ber sale is only two months away and that 
this year's edition promises to be unusually 
strong. "For some reason," he added, "the 
December auction is proving more popular 
with consignors than our October sale. Our 
catalogue for December will be the best for a 
mixed sale that we've ever offered." 

Of the 283 horses sold at the October 
Mbced, only three brought more than $20,000 
and none went for as much as $30,000. An¬ 
other nine had prices in the $10,000 to 
$19,000 bracket. 

Sales topper was the 10-year-old brood¬ 
mare Contrary Brogue who brought $27,000 
on a bid by Peter Jay of Havre de Grace. The 
mare was consigned by Green Willow Farms 
as agent and was in foal from a June 2 cover 
to the Green Willow stallion Masked Dancer. 

Contrary Brogue (Hip No. 180) is a half- 
sister to Contrary Rose, a multiple stakes 
winner of $335,262. She was a winner herself 


of $75,191. Sire of Contrary Brogue is Mr. 
Brogann, a stakes winner of $210,746. 

The other two horses topping $20,000 
were J.H. Williams' Jutland Bank and the 
Hughes Bloodstock Inc. (agent for Merry- 
dale Farm) offering of Belle Brown. 

Jutland Bank is a 7-year-old broodmare by 
North Sea. She was sold in foal to Lot o' Gold 
and was bought by the Western Run Corpo¬ 
ration for $22,500. 

Belle Brown is a 5-year-old mare by Quad¬ 
rangle who was sold in foal to Christopher R. 
She was bought by Bloodstock Research 
(agent) for $21,000.

Foxhunting in the United States originat¬ 
ed in those colonies largely settled by the 
English: Maryland, Virginia and the Caro- 
linas. Lord Baltimore, for example, required 
each immigrating family to bring a dog for 
"pot hunting" and for protection. Because 
our land was a fruitful one, blessed with a 
moderate climate, necessity soon gave way 
to sport and the first hunting packs were 
established. Originally the landowners met 
on a chosen day, each bringing his favorite 
hound or two, and a hunt ensued. But or¬ 
ganized foxhunting, after near-extinction 
during the War Between the States, didn't 
find a revival until the 1870's. Today, Mary¬ 
land boasts 13 packs recognized by the Mas¬ 
ters of Foxhounds Association of America, 
and innumerable unrecognized groups, of¬ 
fering excellent sport from the glorious 
mountains of Western Maryland to the ver¬ 
dant flatlands of the Eastern Shore and 
Southern Maryland. 

Antietam Hunt 

jt.-MFH's: Clai/toji Doing, Arthur Speiser. 

Although MFH Clayton Doing, who es¬ 
tablished the club in 1971, lives in Maryland, 
the country hunted by the Antietam Hunt is 
actually across the Potomac river in West 
Virginia. Since Antietam is the only recog¬ 


nized pack hunting in that state, their coun¬ 
try is extensive. "We hunt the land west of 
Martinsburg and south of Hagerstown," de¬ 
scribes Doing. "We have about 5,000 acres of 
orchards, and some rough and rugged coun¬ 
try we call the 'home place.' Our country is 
similar to what the Blue Ridge (Va.) hunts— 
limestone soil and rock outcroppings." 

Mr. Doing is particularly partial to English 
hounds as he hunted in Great Britain for 
many seasons. "This is my 34th year of hunt¬ 
ing," he relates. "Tm breeding English 
hounds because I prefer them. Mine are 
mostly lemon in color and I like to include 
the color 'badger pie' as much as possible. 
It's kind of an interesting mixture with a gray 
back and legs spotted with lemon." 

This year Antietam, in addition to moving 
the kennels to West Virginia, has eight cou¬ 
ple of puppies to get out. Mr. Doing says that 
he is delighted with their progress and "rare¬ 
ly do we go out that we don't get a fox up." 

De La Brooke Foxhounds W 

Jt.-MFH's: Harry E. Taylor, Mrs. Eleanor F. 
Slater, George W. Iniirie Jr. 

In 1650, Robert Brooke brought his pack of 
foxhounds with him from England to the 
new world to hunt the country surrounding 




Maryland's earliest settlements along the 
Chesapeake Bay. So far as we know, this was 
the first pack in America hunted purely for 
sport. 

MFH Harry Taylor, who in 1961 started 
the club named for Robert Brooke's pack, 
reports that the hunting prospects are excel¬ 
lent for this season. "It sure looks like there's 
going to be some foxes down here," declares 
Taylor. "You know, in Maryland, fox are like 
oysters and rockfish: they come and they go 
and no one really knows why. This year 
we're seeing more than we're used to." 

The lovely tidewater country that sur¬ 
rounds the kennels at Mt. Victoria offers 
"lots of open ground and good galloping. 
Our only problem is that the soybeans aren't 
up yet," concludes the Master. 

Elkridge-Harford Hunt 

jt.-MFH's: Mrs. johii D. Scimyinh Douglas R. 
SnuilL 

Elkridge-Harford Hunt, one of Mary¬ 
land's oldest recognized clubs, indicates that 
their cubhunting season was "very good, in 
spite of the drought. We had a kill last week 
at the club," reports MFH Mrs. John Schap- 
iro. "He was quite an old fox, but he gave us 
an hoLir-and-a-half run." 

Pressed bv increasing housing develop¬ 
ments, Elkridge-Harford is pushing to the 
north and west of the kennels on Pocock 
road. They hunt twice a week in the Madon¬ 
na area and are opening the Mine Run coun- 
trv with new trails and panels. 

"Foxes are abundant," adds Mrs. Scha- 
piro. "Thev look verv bushy and healthy. 

Goshen Hunt 

/E-MFH's; Stmiky P. Stabler, Watkins. 

The Goshen Hunt claims the country sur¬ 
rounding their kennels at Unity, Md. In spite 
of their proximity to Washington, D.C., they 
are blessed with "a good bit of open coun- 
trv," reports MFH Stanley Stabler. 

Cubhunting this year went well for the 
Montgomerv county club. "Considering 
how dry it was, we were very pleased. We 
vvent out earlv in the morning and had some 
excellent runs." 

Mr. Stabler is also impressed with the 
quantitv of quarry available. "We saw a half- 
dozen foxes at opening meet. We know we 


have two or three litters of real young ones. 
Now we have to work on teaching them how 
to run." 

Green Spring Valley Hounds 

It.-MFH's: Mrs. Charles F. leukins, f.W.Y. 
Martin ]r. 

The dry weather of September did not 
hamper the Green Spring Valley Hounds, 
the oldest club in continuous operation in 
the state. Hounds provided excellent sport 
and "Andrew (Barclay, huntsman) and 
Geoff (Hyde, whipper-in) are doing a won¬ 
derful job," exclaims Mrs. Charles Jenkins, 
MFH. 

Mrs. Jenkins was especially pleased with 
her hounds' first place in the pack class at the 
Brvn Mawr Hound Show. "They were 
sparkling," declared Mrs. Jenkins. "There 
could be no question but that they deserved 
to win." 

Howard County Hunt 

MFFi: Dr. Robert. Sciillin. 

Ask an MFH about his hounds and you'd 
better be prepared for a lengthy report, espe- 
ciallv if they have shown as well as the How¬ 
ard County pack did this year. 

"Miriam was the overall champion cross¬ 
bred bitch this year at Bryn Mawr," relates 
Dr. Scullin. "Then Crackers was the out¬ 
standing stallion hound at three major 
shows. He's in his sixth season and has un- 
Lisuallv good conformation for a black-and- 
tan. Most (black-and-tans) are so 'houndy' 
w^ith that thick-throat-lookof a bloodhound. 
Crackers not onlv stands and wins against 
voLinger hounds, but he is a top hound in the 
field and has sired some lovely puppies w'ho 
have his superb disposition." 

Dr. Scullin adds that Howard County is 
continuing to expand their country north 
and west along the Patapsco and up into 
Damascus and Mt. Airy. The Master also 
paid tribute to his members who, this year, 
"w'ent out and earned the money to build 
new kennels, the first since 1932, and they 
are beautiful. I'm really proud of my field 
and mv hounds." 

Mr. Hubbard's Kent County Hounds 

MFH: Wilbur Ross Hubbard. 

MFH Wilbur Ross Hubbard reports that 
hunting has gotten steadily better on the 
Eastern Shore as the weather has improved. 


Hunting continued 

"Our main problem is the shooting. We have 
to go where we know there aren't any goose 
hunters. So far I've stayed mostly on my 
own land." 

Another difficulty this season is that H. 
Arthur Brown, "Brownie," the huntsman 
for the Kent County pack for 32 years, has 
had trouble with arthritis in his knee. While 
he is recovering, the dauntless Mr. Hubbard 
has taken over hunting hounds himself. At 
87, Mr. Hubbard declares, "I knozv I'm the 
oldest Master in the world and now 1 guess 
I'm the oldest huntsman in the world, as 
well." 

The Hubbard country is still wide-open for 
foxhunting and just too far from cities to 
attract the commuters, according to the Mas¬ 
ter. "Our blessing is that they never did 
build that damned bridge to Kent county or 
we would now be a suburb of Dundalk." 

Iron Bridge Hounds 

Jt.-MFH's: Robert Edward Cook, Ms. Linda So¬ 
lano. 

The foxhunting country surrounding the 
Iron Bridge kennels at Laurel is beset with 
encroaching subdivisions and shopping cen¬ 
ters. For this reason, MFH Robert Cook re¬ 
ports that their hunting covers a large terri¬ 
tory with some meets as much as an hour's 
travel from the kennels. Cook is especially 
pleased with a new parcel of land just 
opened in Anne Arundel county, and also 
notes that his members are drawn from an 
expanded geographical area as far away as 
Hagerstown. 

The Iron Bridge Hounds cubhunted three 
times a week from September 1 until open¬ 
ing meet on October 30. Mr. Cook declares 
that foxes are abundant, but "of course, the 
trapping season hasn't started yet. It's al¬ 
ways a problem and last year it hurt us in 
some of our country." 

One of the highlights of the season is al¬ 
ways the joint meet with the Monmouth 
(N.J.) County Hunt. Each year the clubs al¬ 
ternate visits for several days of excellent 
sport. 

The future looks bright for this young 
club. Mr. Cook says of his hounds, "They're 
hunting very well and we win a class at the 
hound shows every now and then. We've 


bred to Crackers, Howard County's cham¬ 
pion stallion hound, and gotten some very 
good puppies." 

Marlborough Hunt 

MFH: Paul Herring. 

A large and enthusiastic field met at Roe- 
down, home of Mr. and Mrs. John Begg, for 
opening meet on October 31. In addition to 
excellent foxhunting, the crowd was treated 
to the sight of a huge flock of geese on the 
Beggs' farm pond which "got up and made 
quite a show," according to MFH Paul Her¬ 
ring. 

Herring, newly installed as Master at 
Marlborough, is looking toward the future 
for this club of three decades' standing. "To 
begin with," explains Herring, "we are 
searching for a professional huntsman. 
When our kennelwoman, Kathy Mitchell, 
became ill, the work fell to the staff and the 
Master. We definitely need an additional 
professional." Secondly, Herring wants to 
expand the newer areas that Marlborough is 
presently hunting such as the Patuxent River 
Park. "It takes time to open new country, to 
contact landowners and to put in panels. It's 
a slow process but opening new country is 
our first prerogative." 

One innovation already in effect is varying 
the weekend meets between Saturday and 
Sunday. "We do this for the convenience of 
the members," explains the MFH. "After all, 
they're the ones who support us." 

New Market-Middletown Valley 
Hounds 

jt.-MFH's: Robert j. Monahan, Phil S. Pearce 
Sr. 

The merger of these two Western Mary¬ 
land hunt clubs in 1981 has gone very well. 
"We have many new members this year," 
announces MFH Robert Monahan. "We had 
a very successful season last year and people 
are flocking to us. Plus, lots of young people 
are coming back to foxhunting." 

New Market-Middletown hunts a large 
country in Frederick county, "probably one 
of the biggest territories left around," ac¬ 
cording to Monahan. "Because our coverts 
are so large, we have increased the size of 
our pack. We now go out with 15 to 18 couple 
and the hunting has improved tremendous- 
Iv because of this. Foxes also seem to be 


plentiful. We were worried about rabies but 
that doesn't seem to be a problem." 

"Don't forget about our races," Mr. Mona¬ 
han added with great enthusiasm. In 1983, 
the New Market-Middletown Valley 
Hounds inaugurated the Mid-Atlantic 
Point-to-Point Championships with great 
success. The MFH expects that the second 
annual meeting, offering both timber and 
flat races and run in early May over the Po¬ 
tomac course, will be even more enthusiasti¬ 
cally received than the first. 

Potomac Hunt 

MFH: Tlioiiuis N. Dowd. 

In 1979, development pressures forced the 
Potomac Hunt to move their kennels and 
hunting activities from Potomac to Dicker- 
son, Md., about three miles southeast of 
Sugarloaf mountain.The farthest south the 
club comes now is the old country near River 
road and Seneca creek. MFH Thomas Dowd 
says, "We're having very good sport with 
nice countrv. The landowners in this area 
have been quite receptive." 

After an excellent seven weeks of cub¬ 
hunting, the field assembled at the kennels 
on October 22 for opening meet. "It was a 
lovely day," relates Dowd, "and we had a 
wonderful run when it cooled off around 3 
o'clock." 

Dowd and professional huntsman Larry 
Pitts are especially pleased with this season's 
early performance because the average age 
of hounds is substantially younger than 
usual. "We have 10 couple of new entry," 
explains Dowd. "They are already very good 
on deer. However, they won't stay with a 
line long enough yet. Older hounds will 
worry it longer. Last week we had a 40-min¬ 
ute run all the way to the top of Sugarloaf. 1 
figured I'd be picking hounds up all over 
Frederick, but thev never lost him. When the 
fox came down the mountain, 13* 2 couple 
came right on him." 

Wicomico Hunt 

/L-MfH's; Hamilton P. Fow Daniel Hartnett, 
•Vlrs. Mieliael Pii^ei/. 

Wicomico hunts the Eastern Shore's 
southernmost county of Worcester. The 
whole countv is wide open to us, reports 
MFH Daniel' Hartnett. "At least, once the 
farmers get the sovbeans out of the fields. It s 


lovely going and there are many foxes, but 
it's not the challenging country of the north¬ 
ern hunts." 

Because of the importance of the soy¬ 
beans, Wicomico does little cubhunting, but 
the excitement of opening meet almost 
makes up for that. Traditionally, on the first 
Sunday after Thanksgiving the field gathers 
at historic Pemberton Hall for a lavish hunt 
breakfast, followed by a parade of antique 
carriages. Then, about 1 p.m., the field 
moves off after a blessing of the hunt. 

Mr. Hartnett says that he cannot lay claim 
to being a "hound man" and he leaves that 
subject in the capable hands of his profes¬ 
sional huntsman, Richard Berliner. "What 1 
can tell you," concludes Hartnett in his lilt¬ 
ing English accent, "is that last year we had 
bloody good sport and I'm confident we'll 
have the same this season." 

Wye River Hounds 

jt.-MFH'>: TliO}}ia> G. Wyman, Anne Morkm 
McCance. 

MFH Thomas Wyman established the 
Wye River Hounds to "fill the \a)id" on the 
Eastern Shore between Mr. Hubbard's Kent 
County Hounds to the north and the Wicom¬ 
ico Hunt to the south. The country here is the 
flatland along the Wye and the Miles rivers 
and can be "quite tricky to hunt," advises the 
MFH, "because the hounds can go through 
the marshes but the field must go around." 

Mr. Wyman and his professional hunts¬ 
man, Timothy Cook, take out a pack of Eng¬ 
lish foxhounds because "1 used to hunt in 
England and 1 like them. However, we do 
keep two American hounds (from Orange 
County, Va.) to be loyal. All our hounds are 
pretty good," the proud Master continues. 
"English hounds are easier to control and to 
discipline, but 1 do have to admit that 1 like 
the Americans and the cross-breds for their 
noses and their voices. 

The season begins in Talbot countv the 
third week in November to avoid problems 
with the goose and duck hunters and the 
soybeans. "Our main difficulty is this trap¬ 
ping business. There are so many illegal 
trappers and the fine is so light, with no jail 
sentence, that it's profitable even when thev 
are caught. Last year foxes were abundant 
before the trapping began. This year, we'll 
just have to see." 3 


President's 


Report 


A meeting of the Maryland Horse Breed- 
ers Association's Board of Directors was held 
September 20,1983, in the MHBA's offices at 
201 West Padonia road, Timonium, Md. 

The president, Kimball C. Firestone, called 
the meeting to order at 7:15 p.m. 

Present were: J. William Boniface, William 
G. Christmas, Hal C.B. Clagett, Kimball C. 
Firestone, Joseph B. Hickey Jr., Jerold C. 
Hoffberger, James F. Lewis 111, J.W.Y. Mar¬ 
tin Jr., John B. Merryman, Betty Shea Miller, 
John C. Mobberley, Douglas R. Small, James 
V. Stewart, Katharine M. Voss. 

Absent was: Frank A. Bonsai Jr. 

Present as an invited guest was Ralph 
Elsmo, executive director of the Maryland 
Horse Racing Council. Mr. Elsmo's purpose 
in being present was to inform the Board as 
to the accomplishments of his organization 
in the promotion of Maryland's horse racing 
industry. The MHBA has supported the 
MHRC enthusiastically during its one-year 
existence and feels that the MHRC can do 
much for the industry. Mr. Elsmo began his 
report by thanking the MHBA for its finan¬ 
cial contributions and moral support. He 
then talked for 25 minutes, explaining what 
has been done by his organization and what 
is planned for the months ahead. After com¬ 
pleting his presentation, Mr. Elsmo an¬ 
swered questions from the directors. He 
then thanked the Board for the opportunity 
to speak and departed. 

The president noted that minutes of the 
Board's most recent meeting (in July) had 
been mailed to all directors. He said that if 
there were no motions as to corrections or 
additions that he would entertain a motion 
that they be approved without being read at 
this meeting. Mr. Boniface so moved, sec¬ 


onded by Ms. Voss. The motion carried 
unanimously. 

The association's treasurer, Mrs. Miller, 
was called on for her report. Mrs. Miller 
noted that at the Board's last meeting it was 
decided to have full reports on a quarterly 
basis. At other meetings the Board asked 
that only exceptions to routine financial af¬ 
fairs of cash flow and bookkeeping be re¬ 
ported. Accordingly, Mrs. Miller said that a 
full report would not be made at this meet¬ 
ing. She did, however, note that the 
MHBA's checking balance stands at $9,905 
and that a savings account has a balance of 
$1,200. All bills are paid, including $43,000 
for hardware for the MHBA's recently pur¬ 
chased computer. Mr. Clagett moved that 
the treasurer's report be approved. The mo¬ 
tion was seconded by Mr. Boniface and 
passed unanimously. 

Mr. Boniface next gave a report as chair¬ 
man of the Sales Committee. He stated that 
the August mixed sale at Laurel was down 
sharply from the 1982 mixed sale held at 
Timonium. In the Laurel auction, 174 horses 
sold for $549,000, averaging $3,157. Percent¬ 
age of RNA's was 21. Last year the gross was 
$1.3 million for an average of $5,694. In the 
August select yearling sale (also held at 
Laurel) Boniface said the average price of 
$14,977 constituted a new record for Mary¬ 
land yearling auctions. The old record was 
$14,119 set in 1982 at Timonium. This year's 
gross was, however, $1,692,400 compared to 
$2,004,900 in 1982. RNA's this year were 29 
per cent. 

After completing his report on the recent 
auctions, Boniface turned to the subcommit¬ 
tee which is exploring the feasibility of con¬ 
structing a new sales complex in Maryland. 
He noted that the subcommittee had met 
that afternoon at the Holiday Inn in Timon¬ 
ium and had discussed with Kennard War- 
field the possible purchase of land which he 
owns on Interstate 70 near Marriottsville 
road. He recommended to the Board that 
further talks with Mr. Warfield be held and 
that the possibility of selling stock in a sales 
complex be considered. He said he was 
thinking of $25,000 units which would raise 
$2.5 million if 100 were sold. Mr. Hoffberger 
cautioned that such a proposal needed to be 
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closely scrutinized by an attorney so that 
everything done would be in accordance 
with SEC regulations. After considerable 
discussion, Mr. Clagett moved that the sub¬ 
committee be requested by the Board to pro¬ 
ceed with its discussions and investigations 
and that what it already has accomplished be 
approved in principle by the Board. Mr. 
Hickey asked that it also be stated in the 
motion that reports from the subcommittee 
should be distributed to Board members in 
advance of the Board's October meeting. Mr. 
Clagett accepted this addition to his motion. 
Mr. Hickey then moved that the mohon be 
approved. It then carried unanimously. 

In concluding his Sales Committee report, 
Boniface noted that Mr. Christmas had re¬ 
quested at the July meeting that the entry fee 
for all sales be increased from $150 to $175 
effective with the MSA's 1984 auctions. Dis¬ 
cussion followed with Christmas noting that 
he did not wish an increase for all consign¬ 
ors—only those who caused problems by not 
having their paperwork completed in time 
for the sales. He proposed a $25 refund off 
the $175 for consignors who had all certifi¬ 
cates in hand by deadlines set forth in the 
sales contracts. After discussion, it was 
agreed that the $25 refund would cause more 
trouble than it was worth. Accordingly, 
Christmas withdrew his request for the $25 
increase, thereby leaving entry fees for 1984 
auctions at the $150 level. 

Ms. Voss next gave the Legislative Com¬ 
mittee's report. She stated that her commit¬ 
tee had met the previous day and was pro¬ 
posing to the Board a legislative package. 

Following a great deal of discussion on the 
report given by Ms. Voss, Mr. Clagett moved 
that the Board endorse the objectives of the 
plan proposed by Voss and that she go for¬ 
ward with it by contacting the necessary per¬ 
sons who would be needed for its endorse¬ 
ment. The motion also stipulated that Voss 
report back to the Board before drafting any 
legislation. Mr. Small seconded the motion 
which carried unanimously. 

There being no other business before the 
Board, the meeting adjourned at 9:50 p.m. 
on a motion by Mr. Mobberley, seconded by 
Mr. Clagett. ^

NBC to cover Breeders' Cup

A news release from the Kentucky-based 
International Racing Bureau was received 
last month by this magazine. That release, 
sent by Western Union Mailgram, follows: 

If you would like to participate in the 1984 
Seagram Grand National, it is probably not 
too early to make a decision. Here's hoping 
the horsemen of the United States will be 
flying their flag at Ain tree next March. 

John Hughes, clerk of the course at Ain- 
tree, Liverpool, England, has simplified the 
entry conditions for the world's greatest 
steeplechase and hopes this will encourage a 
substantial increase in overseas entries. The 
New Zealand Grand National winner. Grey 
Warbler, is expected shortly in England to be 
prepared for Ain tree by top trainer Stan Mel- 
lor. Hughes says: 

"Remembering only too well the recent 
efforts of Charlie Fenwick in winning on Ben 
Nevis in 1980, horses and riders from many 
countries will be encouraged to have a tilt at 
the Aintree fences and it is part of my job to 
bring the race to the attention of jumping 
horsemen and women throughout the 
world. International competition in flat rac¬ 
ing goes from strength to strength each year. 

"There are no two better examples of that 
than the strength of the European continent 
in the Arlington Million or the 200 plus nom¬ 
inations from seven different countries for 
the Japan Cup. 

"There is no reason why such competition 
should not spread to jumping and Aintree 
plans to lead the way." 


The only entry qualification now is—6- 
year-olds and upward who before 15 Janu¬ 
ary have won a steeplechase or have been 
placed first, second or third in the Maryland 
Hunt Cup. 

The winner of any recognized steeple¬ 
chase throughout the world would qualify to 
enter. Overseas entries would be required to 
win one race or run in three in Britain in 
order to be handicapped. 

Next year's Grand National, being spon¬ 
sored for the first time by Seagram, will be 
run on Saturday 31 March.

Everything in the herd will sell, said John

Arabian Breeders Sweepstakes 

The International Arabian Horse Associa¬ 
tion is creating the International Arabian 
Breeders Sweepstakes which has the poten¬ 
tial of adding millions of dollars in prize 
money to the Arabian industry. 

In its initial stages, the International Ara¬ 
bian Breeders Sweepstakes will offer prize 
money in 13 classes at 18 regional shows and 
the U.S. National Championship Show. 
Long-term plans include the addition of 
other equine activities to the program, such 
as racing, competitive trail and endurance 
riding, carriage driving and dressage, as well 
as other show ring activities. 


The International Arabian Horse Associa¬ 
tion estimates that $1,096,000 in prize money 
will be available in 1985, the first fully opera¬ 
tional year of the International Arabian 
Breeders Sweepstakes payback program. 
From this total amount, $468,000 will be dis¬ 
tributed at the regional level and $520,000 
will be awarded at the U.S. National Show. 
The 13 classes in which this prize money will 
originally be available are: Arabian stallion 
halter; Arabian mare halter; Arabian gelding 
halter; half-Arabian mare halter; half-Ara¬ 
bian gelding halter; Arabian English plea¬ 
sure; Arabian English pleasure adult AOTR; 
half-Arabian English pleasure; Arabian 
Western pleasure; Arabian Western pleasure 
adult AOTR; half-Arabian Western pleasure; 
Arabian park; and half-Arabian park. 

Rounding out the total dollar amount 
available will be the Regional Purebred Year¬ 
ling Sweepstakes. Initially, in this division, 
each purebred regional champion and re¬ 
serve champion yearling colt and filly will 
receive cash awards if they are enrolled in 
the Sweepstakes. A total of $108,000 will be 
available in this division. To launch the Ara¬ 
bian Breeders Sweepstakes, the Regional 
Purebred Yearling Sweepstakes will begin 
with the upcoming 1984 show season. 

The foundation of the estimated prize 
money rests on the fees for enrolling a horse 
in the International Arabian Breeders 
Sweepstakes. These fees are based on a slid¬ 
ing scale which encourages and rewards the 
early enrollment of horses. For example, un¬ 
til March 1, 1984, any registered Arabian or 
half-Arabian may be enrolled under the orig¬ 
inal entry classification for $400. This one¬ 
time fee makes the horse eligible to win 
Sweepstakes prize money throughout the 
animal's lifetime. The fee for enrolling a 
horse as an original entry will increase as the 
program advances.

Morris Foundation 
Finances Potomac 
Fever Investigation 


The Morris Animal Foundation has fund¬ 
ed two new grants to study Potomac Fever, 
also known as acute equine diarrhea syn¬ 
drome. 

Funds for the studies have been raised 
through a series of benefit events and private 
donations resulting from the activities of 
horsemen in the areas where the disease has 
been found. 

The disease, which has a 30 per cent or 
higher mortality rate, affects horses primar¬ 
ily in the Potomac river valley area of Mary¬ 
land. Horses of all ages are susceptible, and 
no cause for the infection is known. 

Symptoms include lack of appetite, high 
fever and acute diarrhea. In severe cases, the 
horse goes into shock and dies. 

Since its appearance in Maryland in 1979, 
the disease has spread to neighboring areas 
of Pennsylvania and Virginia. In 1983, there 
were 113 cases reported in Maryland, with 42 
fatalities; in Virginia, 32 cases with 10 fatali¬ 
ties, and in Pennsylvania, 25 cases with four 
fatalities. It is a seasonal disorder, appearing 
in the spring and disappearing in the fall. 

The grant at the University of Pennsyl¬ 
vania School of Veterinary Medicine, at the 
New Bolton Center, will be directed by Jona¬ 
than E. Palmer, VMD. Dr. Palmer and his 
co-investigators, Robert H. Whitlock, DVM, 
PhD, and Charles E. Benson, PhD, will ana¬ 
lyze information collected by field investi¬ 
gators from previous cases to see if a pattern 
of infection can be identified. Samples will 
be collected from infected horses referred to 


the school, and cultured in an attempt to 
isolate the organism causing the disease. 

The second grant funded is at Virginia- 
Maryland Regional College of Veterinary 
Medicine, Blacksburg, Va. Principal investi¬ 
gators are Brian D. Perry, MS, and H. Fred 
Troutt, VMD, PhD, working with co-investi¬ 
gators Donald O. Cordes, MS; Marion 
Ehrich, PhD; Roger A. Magnusson, DVM, 
andj. Blair Meldrum, DVM, PhD. 

Again, the investigators will focus on in¬ 
formation about the cases, studying farms 
where horses have been affected. They will 
determine historical data on the diseased 
horses, and nutritional, managemental, 
movement, and laboratory data from each 
location, as well as studying blood and stool 
samples from the affected horses. 

Potomac Fever Report 
from Maryland's Department of 
Agriculture, dated October 24,1983 

This summer 113 cases of Acute Equine 
Diarrhea Syndrome were reported, among 
which 42 died or were euthanized for hu¬ 
mane reasons. 

With the exception of one case each in 
Carroll, Frederick and Howard counties, all 
cases were in Montgomery county. The 
summer began with one case in May, fol¬ 
lowed by eight cases in June, 67 in July, 25 in 
August, 11 in September and one in Octo¬ 
ber. In Montgomery county many cases 
were located along the Potomac river with a 
lesser number dispersed in areas away from 
the river. 

The investigation was strengthened in 
these areas:

1. Rapid submission of biological samples 
to laboratories for analysis 

2. Submission of dead horses for autopsy 
to the College Park Animal Health Lab¬ 
oratory (CPL) of the Maryland Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture (MDA) 

3. Extensive epidemiological inquiries 
(biological detective work) enlisting 
the help of the Virginia-Maryland Re¬ 
gional College of Veterinary Medicine 
(VMRCVM) and the University of 
Pennsylvania School of Veterinary 
Medicine 

Investigations include but are not limited 
to the following: 

1. Insect trapping and identification (few 
mosquitoes, but many black flies and 
gnats have been found) 

2. Examining pastures for poisonous 
plants (pasture evaluation discloses a 
few poisonous plants but no evidence 
that horses are eating such plants) 

3. Scrutiny of blisters (vesicles) found on 
the mucous membranes of the mouth 
with attempts at virus isolation from 
the fluid contents 


At the University of Pennsylvania 
A.E.D.S. has been transmitted through 
horses nine times, starting with whole blood 
taken from a field case. 

At the VMRCVM investigations have 
shown that Clostridium bacteria (known to 
cause death in horses) appears not to prevail 
in A.E.D.S. cases. 

At College Park, testing of blood sera has 
revealed an increase in antibodies in approx¬ 
imately one-fourth of 35 cases using a corona 
virus as a test agent. 

Although the clues listed above show that 
progress is being made toward answers re¬ 
garding A.E.D.S., the causative agent and 
methods of transmission have not been 
clearly defined. Intensive work will continue 
in an effort to find these answers.

Israel Cohen's 
Ideas on Track 
Administration 



Eleven years ago Izzy Cohen gave thought to how a race 
track should be operated and then wrote the scenario as he 
saw it. The resulting tnetnorandutn was addressed to Gene 
Casey, at that time a major stockholder in the Bowie track. 

Mr. Cohen is a marketing expert, being president, chair¬ 
man of the board and chief executive officer of Giant Food 
Stores. He is also a race horse owner and fan. 

'T nez’er mailed my letter to Gene," recalls Mr. Cohen. 
"But a feiv months ago I did mail it to Bill Goodman, the new 
member of the Maryland Racing Commission." Mr. Good¬ 
man thought so much of the memorandum that he mailed it 
to this magazine. 

Asked if he had any objection to the memorandum being 
printed, Mr. Cohen replied: "None at all—so long as you 
make it clear that it was written in 1972 and was not edited 
after I wrote it." 

The memorandum follows: 
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Dear Gene: 

While I have been a racing fan for most of 
my life, and have even had a fling at horse 
ownership, I have never before had the good 
fortune to know a real-life race track opera¬ 
tor. I'm going to take the liberty of presum¬ 
ing on your good nature by using this op¬ 
portunity to get a few things off my chest 
that I have wanted to communicate to race 
track mangement for many years. 

Since I am in the retail business, as you 
are, it is second nature for me to view every 
kind of public facility with a retailer's eye. 
Because of this, 1 have amassed a collection 
of impressions, thoughts and suggestions 
that might perhaps be useful to one in your 
position, and 1 would like to tell you what 
they are. 

I feel compelled to preface this statement 
with a frank admission that 1 am probably 
being presumptuous. 1 have few credentials 
as a race track expert. 1 know nothing what¬ 
soever of the economics of your business and 
the legal restraints under which you are 
compelled to operate. However, at Giant 
Food we have prospered because we have 
learned to see our operation through the 
eyes of our customers, and I certainly am a 
customer of yours of long standing. 

Not many years ago, racing was an activity 
that appealed to a very clearly defined group 
of people. By and large, they were serious 
bettors or racing buffs and, like most Ameri¬ 
cans of those days, they accepted what they 
found at the track as the way things were. 
They rarely questioned and often didn't 
care. 

In recent years, there has been a drastic 
change in the sophistication of the average 
American consumer. By and large, he or she 
is better educated, more sophisticated and 
more aware of institutions and their effect on 
the public. Today's consumer needs little en¬ 
couragement to demand that organizations 
of every kind live up to their responsibilities. 
Many of us have already gotten the message 
from the consumer. Those who have been 
fortunate enough to escape public criticism 
will find that their good fortune will not last 
indefinitely. Even if it should, however, 
there is a good reason to engage in serious 
self-reappraisal. With increased affluence 


and more leisure time, the average consumer 
has more entertainment hours and more en¬ 
tertainment dollars to spend. A whole new 
class of potential race track patrons is out 
there, ready to be tapped by the alert and 
imaginative operator. He will see these peo¬ 
ple as different from those who have been 
traditional frequenters of race tracks. They 
are perhaps less serious about the sport, less 
regular in their attendance, less compulsive 
about their betting. But they make up for the 
reduced intensity of their adherence by their 
prodigious numbers. There is a lot of money 
out there to be tapped. 

To tap it, however, the race track operator 
must see himself not as a competition-free 
monopoly, but rather as a competitor with 
the entire entertainment industry. When the 
average citizen is faced with a choice of what 
to do with his weekend, he will consider the 
track along with such activities as nightclub¬ 
bing, movies, outdoor recreation, or just 
staying at home and watching a game on 
television. If a visit to the track strikes him as 
too much trouble or a hassle, he is likely to 
pass it over in favor of a more enjoyable 
interlude. 

Today, most forms of leisure recreation 
have become upgraded and, in many in¬ 
stances, luxurious and elegant to conform to 
the more demanding tastes of the average 
citizen. This is even true of "roughing it" in 
the great outdoors, where a camper or trailer 
is likely to have all the comforts of home, 
including a bar and color television. 

1 respectfully ask you to consider whether 
either the physical plant or the personal ser¬ 
vices the average citizen is likely to find at a 
Maryland race track meet the new demands 
of today's consumer. 

To attract these potential customers, and 
to keep them coming back, I think it is neces¬ 
sary to meet the same requirements that re¬ 
tailers do. To illustrate what 1 mean, let's 
imagine that we are in Utopia and describe 
the perfect visit to an ideal Maryland race 
track. 

Mr. and Mrs. Patron head out for a fun- 
filled day at the track in their family car. They 
are in high spirits. Mrs. Patron's horoscope 
says today is her lucky day, so she has taken 
the $80 she had stuffed away in the cookie jar 
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Cohen continued 

and is eagerly awaiting a chance to try her 
luck. She has only been to a race track a 
couple of times before while on out-of-town 
vacations. Her husband goes more often, al¬ 
though he isn't a "regular." He would go 
more often, except that he has a hard time 
explaining to his wife when he comes home a 
loser. He is glad she is coming along today. 
Once she sees how much fun it is, he thinks 
he'll be able to get out more often. 

It is a beautiful, sunny day, but the breezes 
coming in the opened windows keep the 
occupants comfortable. Mr. Patron is thank¬ 
ful for the good roads and the efficient state 
troopers who keep the traffic moving as they 
near the track. He thinks that it would sour 
his wife and kill the whole day if they had to 
sit in a traffic lineup and roast in the heat 
waiting to get into the parking lot. But the 
traffic keeps moving briskly until they pull 
up to the parking lot. 

The lot is staffed by young men with neat 
uniforms and pleasant smiles. The fee, 
which happily is low enough not to put a 
dent in the moderate bettor's bankroll, is 


collected promptly by an attendant who ac¬ 
cepts it with a smile, a "good luck" wish, and 
a flourish. 

Mr. Patron quickly finds a convenient 
parking space and walks the short distance 
to the track along a pleasant path lined with 
greenery and flowers. 

At the entrance gate, the fee is collected in 
the same spirit as at the parking lot entrance, 
and both Mr. and Mrs. Patron feel a rising 
glow of pleasure and excitement as they 
quicken their steps. 

They pause to buy a tout sheet, and once 
again are delighted to receive a warm smile 
and a "have a good day" together with their 
change. 

At the rail, they are greeted by an usher 
who seems to have forgotten that he is wel¬ 
coming people to a race track and not to his 
own home. He promptly finds a pair of com¬ 
fortable seats with a good view, brushes 
them off, and wishes them a good day. He, 
too, is attired in a crisp, clean uniform. By 
now, Mr. and Mrs. Patron feel like a pair of 
visiting V. 1.

ities and services for the consumer. We rec¬ 
ognize that to reduce quality, service or per¬ 
formance for the sake of current earnings is 
foolhardy; it alienates the consumers who 
hold the future of our company in their 
hands. To this end. Giant goes to extraordi¬ 
nary lengths to establish and maintain the 
highest levels of quality, service and value 
and builds in an unusually large supervisory 
force. 

I believe that this principle must be the 
guiding force behind any business that 
wants to succeed in earning the confidence 
of the American public today. 


Proper Supervision 

While I fully understand the unique prob¬ 
lems this entails for a seasonal operator who 
must also deal with concessionaires, 1 would 
strongly suggest that you find a way to es¬ 
tablish effective supervision over your con¬ 
cessions and over your people. 

The consumer holds the track responsible 
for the activities of your concessionaires.

1 believe that you 
should be asking yourself, “How would 1 
run these concessions in terms of customer 
satisfaction if my reputation depended upon 
it?” It does. You ought to designate a mem¬ 
ber of your top management team to super¬ 
vise the activities of concessionaires. They 
should come to expect that action will be 
taken against them if they fail to measure up 
to your standards as set forth in their con¬ 
tract. 1 know the difficulties you face, but 1 
feel a way must be found to overcome them.

Baltimore county seminar 

The Baltimore County Extension Service's 
four-session horse seminar reached its half¬ 
way point earlier this month with the re¬ 
maining two programs scheduled for March 
8 and 15. 

The seminars are being held in the Balti¬ 
more County Agricultural Building, 9811 
Van Buren Lane, Cockeysville, and are free. 
Enrollment should be made with the coun¬ 
ty's agricultural extension agent at 666-1022 
or the 4-H agent at 666-1025. 

Subjects covered are; Choosing a facility 
design for horses; purchasing quality hay; 
balancing feed rations; entering the horse 
business; fencing construction for horses; 
breeding practices for successful foals; pas¬ 
ture management for horses; pasture weed 
control, and pest control. 

MHSA Hunter Seat Finals 

The Columbia Fall Horse and Pony Show 
hosted the Maryland Horse Shows Associa¬ 
tion Equitation Finals on October 9. 

The Gittings Horsemanship Finals was the 
first of the three classes held. The conditions 
for this old Maryland class specify that the 
only test that can be called for is a complete 
re-ride over the entire course on any mount 
designated by the judge. Judge Charlie 
Weaver had his work cut out for him as 26 
riders, some mounted on horses and some 


on ponies, rode the course. Eight riders were 
called back into the ring and asked to change 
horses and re-ride the course designed by 
W. Gary Baker. A round of applause greeted 
Sandy Ferrell of Churchville, Md., when she 
emerged the winner on her 4-year-old bay 
gelding. Spruce Goose. Amy Price won the 
reserve spot. 

The two MHSA Hunter Seat classes are 
scored 40 per cent over fences, 40 per cent on 
the flat and 20 per cent on a written test 
covering the rule book and elementary horse 
care.

Maryland Horse 

Reported. . . 

■ Pictured on the cover was Greentree Sta¬ 
ble's Horse of the Year Tom Fool, who 
rounded out his undefeated season with a 
romp in the Pimlico Special. Joe Hickey de¬ 
tailed the Special and other highlights in 
"The Racing Scene." 

Had Pimlico allowed the Special to remain 
a winner-take-all event, Tom Fool would 
have scored on a walkover as did VVhirlaway 
and Citation. But the purse structure was 
rearranged to include prizes for second and 
third and the event consequently drew two 
other contestants. Making his fourth con¬ 
secutive start in an exhibition race, the son of 
Menow and Gaga was escorted to the post 
by E.P. Taylor's Navy Page and Hampton 
Stable's Alerted. 

Despite the company, Tom Fool had noth¬ 
ing to beat but the track record set by Ca- 
pot—another Greentree runner—in the 1949 
Preakness. The colt "gave jockey Ted Atkin¬ 
son the $2 deluxe tour of the course and Ted 
took it all in, looking about vainly for any 
semblance of a challenge. The pair breezed 
the mile and three furlongs in 1:55%, clip¬ 
ping a fifth of a second off the standard." 
(Editor's note: Tom Fool's stakes record 
lasted until the Special was discontinued af¬ 
ter the 1958 running.)

But Porterhouse, the 2-5 favorite (cou¬ 
pled with a maiden named Ordained), fin¬ 
ished dead last after wrenching his ankle at 
the start. Pacesetter Errard King scored by 
eight easy lengths over War Doings. The race 
marked the sbcth win in eight attempts for 
the colt who was owned by Joseph Gavegna- 
no and trained by Tom Barry. 

The Pimlico Breeders' Stakes proved pop¬ 
ular enough to be split into two divisions. 
Mrs. Samuel M. Pistorio, who had won the 
race in 1952 with Devils Verse, notched her 
second consecutive win when her ^Radiate II 
filly Big Night wired the field in the first 
division. J. Bowes Bond saddled Big Night 
and brother Bemie took the second division 
with Jouett Shouse's Ladd, a gelded son of 
High Lea. 

New York invader Make a Play, by War 
Admiral, won the Marguerite Stakes for ju¬ 
venile fillies and Mrs. Marian O'Connor's 
Maryland-bred filly La Corredora attempted 
a second score in the Gallorette Handicap. 
But the daughter of Little Beans, who had 
just captured Belmont's Ladies Handicap, 
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disappointed under high weight and the 
winner was Belair Stud's Sabette, a half-sis¬ 
ter to future champion Nashua. 

After Native Dancer had been retired for 
the season and second stringer Beachcomber 
had soured, Alfred Vanderbilt and tramer 
Bill Winfrey pinned their hopes on ^ 

gelding by Discovery out of Stellar Role. 
"Tested under stakes fire for the first hme, 
Find came through admirably,'' Joe Hickey 
wrote. In getting the Ohio Derby the front¬ 
runner hacked two and three-fifths seconds 
off of Thistle Down's track record. Find fol¬ 
lowed that up with an easy win in the re- 
swCtl Greylag Hand,cap. -Untf Na.ive 
Dancer comes back next year, y 

noted "it looks as if Find is capable of keep¬ 
ing the wolves away from the Sagamore 

door." 

■ In "News from Abroad" correspondent 
Philip de Burgh O'Brien described the mn- 
ning of the 32nd renewal of the Prix de Arc 
de Triomphe. "This year's running must 
rank as the roughest ever seen. Co^^ared 
with it the Irish Derby was a picnic. Many ot 
the French jockeys seemed to become over¬ 
excited, with the result that they barged their 
horses all over the course, making some¬ 
thing of a farce of the race as a test of the 
Thoroughbred. Unfortunately, Premonihon 
(winner of the Doncaster St. Leger) was the 
worst sufferer of them all. Winner in a good 
finish was the French Oaks heroine La Sorel- 
lina " She finished a head in front of her 
half-brother Silnet and three lengths ahead 
of Worden II. La Sorellina's dam Silver Jill, 
once owned by American Lawdy Lawren^ce, 
had been confiscated by the Gema^^en 
they overran Normandy m 1940 and later 


purchased cheaply by M. Duboscq, the 
owner-breeder of La Sorellina and Silnet.

Sales 
tent, seating and lights worked out excel¬ 
lently except for the fact that the generator 
broke down and left us in darkness for half

Mr. Colwill Semiretires 

Say what you will about Maryland racing, we have had excellent state stewards 
since 1946. Only two men have held that job during those 37 years, and they were both 
persons of extraordinary character. 

The late Joseph F. Flanagan became the Maryland Racing Commission's chief 
steward in 1946. He retired in 1967 and was succeeded by J. Fred Colwill. Mr. Colwill 
announced last month that he is semiretiring. He will no longer serve as chief steward 
but will work three days a week and will be available for additional duties should there 
bean emergency. 

The commission must now find a successor for Mr. Colwill. And that will be no 
easy task. 

Fred has credentials which set him apart from the rest of the horse world. He first 
achieved national prominence as rider of Blockade when that great jumper won the 
Maryland Hunt Cup in 1938, 1939 and 1940. In 1945 Colwill took his first race track 
job—as an entry clerk and then as chief of the mandatory receiving barn during the 
commission chairmanship of George P. Mahoney. 

In 1949 Fred became Timonium's racing secretary. He was later to serve as racing 
secretary at Cumberland, Marlboro, Bowie, Bel Air and Pimlico. He went into the 
stewards' stand in 1957 and took over Mr. Flanagan's position as chief steward ten 
years later. 

His firm and decisive personality will be missed. He called them as he saw them 
with no leniency for longtime friends. 

All that we can hope is that we get a replacement who will be good enough to last 
another 15 or 20 years.
